Chuaip is one of the group of islands 
forming the archipelago lying to north-east 
of Ningpo. It is twenty miles long, from 
aix to ton wide, and has s circumference of 
fifty-one miles. In* July of 1840 it woe 


taken by a British squadron under C m- 
modore Sir Gordon Bremer, and General 
Burrell was appointed its Gorernor. A 
fow months later it was evacuated, but a 
hitch occurring in the negotiations between 
Britain and Ohina it waa recaptured in 
October, 1841, Britain held the island 
continuously till 1846. Writing on this 
subject Mr BR. 8, Gundry in 1676, aays : 
*Many people think it have 
boen wiso bad wo held it still, We 
did resumo possession, in the summer of 
1860, but we wore foolish enough to sur- 
ronder it again, after the conclusion of the 
war. In 1859, Laurence Oliphant, who 
had given up the chance of becoming the

Reverting to Mr Gundry, we fiod him 
writing :— 

‘What a place Chusan would have been, 
if we had kept it. Of course, it would 
have beon most vacful os a naval station, 
and as & sanitarium for our troops The 
island bas not minerals, liko Fiurmosa ; 
it relies chiefly on agriculture and on its 
fisheriaa, so we could never have developed 
any great wealth, here. But th» more pre- 
senca of troops and ships would hare 
created life and stir ; and would have neces- 
aitated frequent osmmunicatinn with Shang- 
hai, that would hase induced constant 
visita from the residents, A hotel would 
have been built to accommodate visitera, 
trips would have increased with the facili- 
ties afforded, and commapvication would 
have become more frequent ia anewer to 
the demand, L[chould have oow to wrkte 
of a Sarge hotel, villa residences on the 
bills, and roxalwr steam commupication— 
or rather I should not have tu write at 
all, for Chusan and everything about it 
would be famifiar to everybody, Perbaps 
it Jasco now, toa great many; but thers 
ara stil! some who do oot remember the 
olden time, and who heve not essayed a 
cruise through: the archipelago.’

In one quarter one Chinese trader 
was heard to aay * Ltn orang Inggris ekarang 
ade takut sama orang Roshan,’ and last 
night, much the same was ssid in our hear- 
ing, in English, by a Straits-born Chinamas. 
At is true encugb that there isan appear- 
ance of general political tension, in several 
quarters, but many things would need to 
happen to justify so timorous a tone as that 
displayed in our comtemporary’s article. 
The motive he had in view was goed, no 
doubt, but the manner was unlucky. Pre. 
paration in time of peace isalways good, for 
it has a chance of being thorough and reliable 
but to asscciate funk with necessity for pre~ 
paration against the chougesof- war would, 
if any attention wera to be paid to it, krinek 
the heart out of any defence, Defensive 
plang are not worth a cent if they do not 
include such counterstrokes as would as 
as possible‘ do for* the attack, dirently or in- 
direatly. Our contemporary with bia jour- 
natistio tail between his legs, playing to « 
native gallery, isnot an edifying spentacie. 
What in ¢ British protection’ worth to a na- 
tive community, if our contemporary be 
teken by his avfurtunate readers as an cx- 
ponent of national chareeter?

The noise of the firing 
won terrific, and tho fire was kept up and 
made terrible havor among the small band, 
every man in the launch being more or leas 
seriously wounded, The engine wae in 
eherge of 2» leading stoker and a fireman 
from the Alecto, but they were both wound- 
ed. The launch was stopped, and was “all 
the while exposed to the fire. Captaia 
Heagh asked if there waa anyhody who 
understood Ube engines sufficiently to start 
them, As there was no one bat the two 
wounded mnen, one of the poor fellows, with 
bis foot nearly torn off. dragged’ himeslf 
along to the engines, which he started, 
This caved the craft and men, aa it was soon 
down slongside the Alecto, and out of reach 
of the enemy's fire. The diccto at once pro- 
ceeded to Benio, where the wounded men 
were placed in-tha Conaulate, which was 
turned into a hospital, Jury, oue of the 
seamen of the Alecto, was killed by the firat 
fire. Auctber had to have bis'arm ampatat- 
ed, and a third bis leg, Captain Lalor, who 
had & portion of his leg shot away, had. also 
to undergo amputation of the injured limb, 
His death followed about a week afterwards, 
and he was buried thy day the Boma left;
